(Hill  a  work  with  so  much 
reputation  and  of  such  pretense  as  ‘Cham¬ 
bers'  Encyclopedia'  says,  in  an  article  on 
Raleigh  (we  quote  from  the  London  edition 
of  1877):  The  spirit  of  enterprise  was,  how 
ever,  restTens  in  the  man  had  (n  1568,  t 
patent  having  been  granted  him  to  take 
puwesaioo  of  laad  to  be  discovered  by  him 
on  the  continent  of  North  America,  he  fitted 
out  two  ships  at  his  own  expense ,  and  short, 
ly  achieved  the  discovery  and  occupation  of 
the  territory  known  as  Virginia.'  What 
does  this  mean  if  it  does  not  mean  that 
Raleigh  came  over  in  the  ships?  The  Kney 
elnpedia  commits  the  same  blunder  in  divers 
places,  of  which  thin  is  one  :  Speaking  of 
the  potato,  it  says  it  was  once  carrjkl  to 
England  without  attracting  much  notice,  till 
it  was  a  third  time  imported  from  America 
by  Sir  Walter  Raleigh.  If  a  standard  work, 
ranked  as  an  authoritative  work  of  refer 
ence,  makes  the  glaring  mistake,  is  it 
strange  that  newspapers  aad  hastily  written 
books  should  trip  ou  the  same  points  f

Some  days  ago  I  had  oc eastern  to,  make 
some  inquiry  into  the  age  of  Ishea,  aad  was 
surprised  to  find  that  they  lived  «6  long. 
Thinking  that  there  are  othem  who  know  as 
little  about  the  sabject  as  I  did,  I  append  a 
letter  I  received  from  Prof.  Spencer  W. 
Baird,  United  States  Ftah  Commissioner, 
who  to  tha  boat  authority  in  the  world  on 
fish  Ha  writes  : 

“Thaw  to,  I  believe,  authentic  evidence 
to  show  that  carp  have  (tfajged  the  ag*  of 
two  hundred  years.  There  Ta  a  tradition 
that  within  the  lost  t  fty  years  a  pike  waa 
living  in  Russia  whose  age  d*t*d  baek  to 
the  fifteenth  century.  The  fisl)  w  said  to 
have  been  eightoae  foot  long.  This,  how 
eve*,  to  aet  qpn^4ete4  vpry,  rsliahle.  Bat 
there  to  not 'dug  to  prevaut  a  Rah  from  living 
almost  indefinitely,  as  It  has  no  period  of 
maturity,  but  grows  with  each  year  of  life. 
In  species  like  mammals  aad  birds,  where 
there  to  a^imit,  a  definite  term  of  yean  to 
generally  the  rule."
